Emigrants from Southern S ates 
are moving here, south of the Ptatte, ftjtcr, 
perhaps, than any other settlers. Euiig ants 
from Northern States are schrce at preae it in 
proportion to those from the South, and as umth 
of the Platte Eiver is already the most pop1 lous 
portion of the Territory, and as it is achi owl- 
edged by all to be bv far the best ngricul ural 
part of Nebraska, it is a matter of itnporl ince 
to all whether it be a free or a slave State 


We do not affirm, us many unacquainted with 


our settlers do and will, that there is no j ossi- 
bility of Southern Nebraska ever becom ng a 
slave State 
Ou tho contrary, we see n • im- 


possibility about it: we see no reason why with 
a majority of slave-state emigrants for her pop- 
ulation,South Platto Nebraska should not e -ent- 
ually become a. powerful supporter of slnv ;ry. 


And now, slavery is here, in a small nay, a 


few negroes, twenty or so, and its supp( rters 
are coming faster and faster. What sends hem 
here ? A beautiful country i« not all they eek, 
but a slavery victory overthote who challt aged 
them. They seek to drown that hypocr tica! 
voice that cried, "slavery shall not ente-Ne- 
braska," and prove it false ; they neck to con- 
quer those who have taunted them, by mi king 
south of Platte Hiver a eluve State."
